I What Really is Socialism?

Hof'ialiam ddA not encxoach upon 
your indWiduaUty and freedom, nor 
upon ynor %ieww of God. man and 
the unU^riie. ^'-U merely airtvcs. to 
establish suc^h social and cconbroir 
conditions os are lK*8t conducive to a 
harmonious and unhampered develop¬ 
ment uf man's nature. 

From the early days in which each 
savage soiw an enemy In any other 
human i>elng up to the Soclailst doc¬ 
trine which seeks to untie the whole, 
civilized world Into one friendly co¬ 
operative organism, there la but one 
continuous devoiopment of sympathy 
and I'o-operation. 

The idea uf international political 
sympathy has already taken, a good 
hold on (he civilized nations. .The no* 
cessity and advantages of econorotr 
sympathy and ci>-operailon hawe be¬ 
come evident only rocreutly. with the 
wonderful growth of tndustriea and the 
progri*sH in transportation.
